Kennedy Park, adjacent to 
the historical Romulus 
Wesleyan Church at Five 
Points, has been renamed the 
Mary Ann Banks Memorial 
Park. 

Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla offered the motion Mon¬ 
day night to rename the small 
public park in honor of the 
late mayor pro tenr, who lost 
her battle to cancer last Nov. 
28. The motion won a 6-0 sup¬ 
port vote, with Councilwoman 
Mary Collins being absent 
from the meeting. 

Upon her death last fall, 
Mrs. Banks was called “Ro¬ 
mulus’ Number One Citizen,” 
as well as a “true lady in every 
sense, but one who could be 
tough when she had to be.” 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp¬ 
berry said he felt it was a true 
benefit to have served for over 
15 years on the Romulus City 
Council with Mrs. Banks. 

It wasjrecommended that a 
public'cferemony be conducted 
once a suitable sign can be 
erected at the Goddard Road 
park site. 

While no date for the ribbon 
cutting ceremony has been es¬ 
tablished yet, Mayor William 
Oakley asked the council mem¬ 
bers if a Friday or Sunday time 
period should be selected. 

Oakley said a Sunday cere-

mony following a mass at 
nearby St. Aloysius Church 
(where Mrs. Banks worshiped) 
might be the most symbolic 
time period. Most on the coun¬ 
cil favored such a time period. 

Mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear said the city would hold 
off making any more pronoun¬ 
cements on the park name 
change until it talked to mem¬ 
bers of the Banks’ family. 

Mrs. Banks opted not to run 
for re-election in 1995, when it 
appeared that cancer was end¬ 
ing her career in public ser¬ 
vice. 

She also seiwed many years 
as a secretary in the Romulus

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ncil resolution opposes 


all EDS deepwell proposals

Following the usual scuffing 
of images between Council¬ 
man Jimmie Raspberry and 
anti-well critic Royal P. Lilley, 
the City Council members on 
Monday night approved a reso¬ 
lution stating they were op¬ 
posed to the deepwell permits 
pressed by Environmental Dis¬ 
posal Systems. 

Lilley once again pressed 
council members to send a res¬ 
olution to the national Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency 
informing them that the coun¬ 
cil is strongly opposed to any 
deepwell projects going into 


operation here. 

Raspberry complained that 
he felt Lilley was “grandstan¬ 
ding” again on the issue and 
urged that the council mem¬ 
bers follow the recommenda¬ 
tion of council attorney Barry 
Seifman and not speak out on 
the issue that is in litigation. 

Lilley, who speaks out 
weekly at local council meet¬ 
ings, complained several times 
during that portion of the 
council session about the 
“shabby treatment” he was be¬ 
ing given by Raspberry. 

Mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear again stressed Lilley’s 
right as a citizen and Romulus 
taxpayer to speak out on issues 


that concerned him. 

Lilley also presented each 
council member with 10 forms 
that public citizens could fill 
out and send to the EPA on the 
Romulus deepwell operation 
issues. 

Lilley praised the unity 
shown by Belleville and Van 
Buren governmental represen¬ 
tatives in their environmental 
battles and expressed hopes 
that similar unity could finally 
be reached in Romulus. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth supported by Council- 
woman Deborah Romak 
pressed the resolution stating 
the council members were op¬ 
posed to the EDS well permits.

That portion of the construc¬ 
tion project also had the strong 
support of Oakley, who feels 
that area could lend itself to 
possible industrial and com¬ 
mercial growth. 

On Monday night Oakley in¬ 
formed the council that the 
contractors for that portion of 
the project, Lanzo Construc¬ 
tion Co. of Roseville, revealed 
that fhey wanted a contract for 
the entire project or none at 
all. 

The DDA was pressured by

Oakley said that the con¬ 
tractor is responsible for keep¬ 
ing a traffic flow moving on 
that highly traveled city road.

The downtown Goddard 
road reconstruction program 
will definitely begin shortly af¬ 
ter Labor Day following an 
amiable session between 
Mayor William Oakley and 
members of the City Council 
and the Downtown Develop¬ 
ment Association on Monday 
night. 

The long touted revitaliza¬ 
tion of the so called “down¬ 
town” area of Romulus will 
hopefully be completed this 
year, barring any early arrival 
of a blustery winter season. 

The $3 1/2 million plus pro¬ 
ject will upgrade the roadway 
from Wayne Road to the 5 
Points area with new concrete, 
curbing, lighting and shrubb¬ 
ery. It is hoped that the project 
will also lead to new business 
and housing starts in the prop¬ 
erty adjacent to the downtown 
area. 

The vote Monday night to 
start the three-four month 
road project was 5-0 with 
Councilman William Crova ab¬ 
staining because his truck 
business fronts on Goddard 
road and Councilwoman Mary 
Collins was not in attendance. 

While the final funding of 
the total project is still to be 
worked out, the council mem¬ 
bers agreed they would assist 
DDA funding if needed with a 
possible short term loan of no 
more than $526,000.

Republicans) I’ve seen in the 
history of our time,” said John¬ 
son who is representing Michi- 
gan’s 13th Congressional 
District. “They’re out for 
blood.” 

Johnson, a Wayne resident, 
got involved in politics in the 
mid-1960s when he circulated 
petitions opposing cross¬ 
district bussing in the Wayne 
and Westland area.

Her involvement in 
Boy Scouts and band boosters 
led to a stint on the Van Buren 
Township Recreation Commis¬ 
sion and an appointment to the 
Van Buren Township Board in 
1991. 

Clark lost a race for state 
representative in 1994, and is 
currently on the ballot for a 
trustee position on the towns¬ 
hip board. 

“I’m excited about the 
chance to attend,” said Clark, 
who also is representing the 
13th Congressional District. 
“This is the strongest delega¬ 
tion Michigan has sent to a na¬ 
tional convention in years. The 
entire delegation is working 
hard and is united behind the 
Clinton- Gore ticket.” 

Clark said she doesn’t think 
the bounce the Republican 
ticket received following its 
own convention will damage 
Clinton’s chances of being re¬ 
elected.

Additionally, to first-time 
delegates from the area will at¬ 
tend the convention in hopes 
that the quadrennial gala will 
give the Democratic Party a

The written compact itself 
is not that startling in reality, 
as it contains many elements 
of educational learning and 
support cycles that have been 
talked about for years. Some 
parents in the past even ful¬ 
filled the listed roles without 
signing such a pact in recent 
decades. 

But what is unique is that 
the school district no longer 
wants to “just get by.” 

Thus the compact outlines 
in- distinct printed form what 
the district expects from 
teachers, parents and stu¬ 
dents. As Phyllis Adkins, Cory 
School principal and key com¬ 
pact promoter, said we real- 
ized early on that 
administrators “had to make 
our goals totally clear.” 

Hopefully by signing such a 
compact each element in the 
learning cycle will take more 
seriously its role in the total 
school picture. 

Curriculum director 
Thomas Dolan said while par-

ents and students will not be 
“forced” to sign their compact, 
each will be instilled with the 
reason behind the pact and 
how it fits into the district’s in¬ 
creased student achievement 
process. 

The video already is being 
shown on Romulus cable TV 
and is being offered to local 
realtors, churches, libraries 
(school and public) for public 
use. 

The signed compacts are to 
be turned in to school officials 
as the various students regis¬ 
ter for the 1996-97 school year. 

Hopefully the video will 
strike a nerve and parents (for 
the first time in many cases) 
will take time to attend parent- 
teacher group meetings at 
their child’s school this Sep¬ 
tember or October. 

Volunteerism is down so 
much across the U.S. that the 
compact urges parents to vol¬ 
unteer at least three hours at 
their child’s school this year. 
The time requested is very 
brief, but could add a new 
focus to the parents’ views of 
school life. 

Sadly talking to some resi¬ 
dents, their views are as di¬ 
vided on the schools’ successes 



as they are on other political 
and social issues. 

Division is not that bad in 
itself, except when it elimi¬ 
nates residents from working 
together for a common good. 

Thus the true test of the 
video and the compact pro¬ 
gram itself, will be evident at 
least by Thanksgiving time. 
Following that three month 
period administrators, 
teachers and parents will get a 
feeling as to whether the pub¬ 
lic is accepting its respon¬ 
sibilities in the educational 
process. 

It also would provide a 
prime time for giving thanks 
both in the homes and schools, 
if those compact roles are ac¬ 
cepted. 

Taxpayers agreed years 
back to bankroll a $45 million 
technology program that is sec¬ 
ond to few school districts 
across the U.S. 

Now the district is getting 
more personal-they are asking 
for your time. 

Why stop there! 

Yes, the compact video is an 
apparent success. But with 
success comes other requests. 

Romulus schools have a 
uniquely qualified'student 
leadership program, conflict 
resolution system and commu¬ 
nity action group. 

They also have twice a 
month school board meetings. 

Hopefully those efforts too 
will get some air time on local 
cable TV this year. 

Any objectors? 


Breakfast program cut at six schools, 
10 cent increase at lunch counter

Breakfast programs at six 
Wayne-Westland School Dis¬ 
trict’s elementary and middle 
school levels will be discon¬ 
tinued for the 1996-97 school 
year because of lack of partici¬ 
pation in the past. 

In a report to the superin¬ 
tendent and board of educa¬ 
tion, Assistant Superintendent 
of Business, Patricia Brand, 
outlined a $30,000 net loss the 
school district absorbed as a 
result of minimal breakfasts 
served each morning. 

The schools who will not of¬ 
fer the morning program this 
fall include Edison, P.D. 
Graham, Hamilton, Madison 
and Wildwood Elementary 
Schools and Stevenson Middle 
School. Brand said for exam¬ 
ple, Hamilton averaged only 
two breakfasts served per day 
throughout last school year. 
The low participation in the 
program equates to a $5,000 to 
$6,000 loss annually to cover 
staffing, preparation, foodtand 
adult supervision while only 


serving two students. 

The changes in the program 
are the result of Public Act 289 
signed by Governor John En- 
gler, effective July 1,1996. The 
new requirements enable 
schools with less than 20 per¬ 
cent of the pupils enrolled in a 
school building, who do not 
meet the income eligibility cri¬ 
teria for free or reduced-price 
lunch, the option to not pro¬ 
vide the program. 

“Due to the minimal partici¬ 
pation and the.financial im¬ 
pact on Wayne- Westland 
Community Schools, we rec¬ 
ommend that a breakfast pro¬ 
gram will not be offered,” said 
Brand. 

Some school board mem¬ 
bers said despite the low nu¬ 
mbers, program participation 
in some cases may be evidence 
of need and not convenience. 

Superintendent Duane 
Moore assured board mem¬ 
bers the principals throughout 
the district will continue, as 
they have been, to provide 
nourishment to those students 
whose need is evident in light 
of a discontinued breakfast 


program. 

“The principals at each 
school are aware of individual 
situations in which a student is 
in need regardless of a discon¬ 
tinued, structured breakfast 
program,” said Moore. “We are 
very sensitive to the issue.” 

In addition to changes in 
the breakfast program, a 10 
cent increase for lunch prices 
at the elementary, middle and 
high school level will also be 
effective this fall. 

“An analysis was done of 
surrounding school districts 
and with the projected price 
increases, we will still have 
lower lunch prices than our 
neighbors,” said Brand. “The 
1996-97 fiscal year has a two 
percent wage increase, a 
health related premium in¬ 
crease of 10 percent and a re- 
tirement increase to 
accommodate on the wage 
base. This minimal increase 
will help to off-set these antici¬ 
pated costs.” 

Brand assured the board 
her department was constantly 
reviewing the program for cost 
saving improvements. 


Autopsy ordered for young 
boy who died baek in 1993

The first step in the re¬ 
investigation of the 1993 death 
of two-year- old Jason Smith of 
Romulus was ordered last 
Wednesday by 34th District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green, as she demanded that 
the boy’s body be disinterred 
from Michigan Memorial Cem¬ 
etery and a new autopsy be 
conducted. 

Green’s order was preceded 
by an afternoon hearing in the 
Romulus- based court headed 
by Assistant Prosecutor Dou¬ 
glas Baker during which time 
two witnesses were called: Ro¬ 
mulus Detective Sgt. Gordon 
Malaniak and Chief Wayne 
County Medical Examiner 
Sawait Kanluen. 

The new autopsy was con¬ 
sidered vital to the reopening 
of the 1993 Smith case, since 
the boy’s mother was recently 
charged with the smothering 
death of his brother, Matthew 
Bower of Monroe County. 

The boys’ mother, Jennifer 
Scibilia, was ordered to face 
trial on an open murder 
charge in Monroe County. 

Romulus Detective Lt. 
David Early said Green’s rul¬ 
ing is just the first step in the 
new probe in Jason’s sus¬ 
picious death, since Kanluen 
will probably have to send 
away seme toxicological items 
for testing. That process could 
take weeks, Early said. 


Malaniak outlined the time 
history of the Smith investiga¬ 
tion and the fact that after 
tests by four medical exam¬ 
iners back in 1994 no exact 
cause of death could be found. 

Kanluen testified that a new 
autopsy could possibly dis¬ 
close whether young Smith 
died of criminal causes. 

Testimony at the recent 
Monroe County pre-trial hear¬ 
ing from Scibilia’s former live- 
in companion, Steven Bower, 
included “She (Scibilia) was 
very short tempered, very 
loud. She told me she would 
duct-tape (Jason’s) mouth 
shut.” 

Bower also is the father of 
Matthew Bower, 3, who Scib¬ 
ilia is now charged with killing 
by suffocation in Monroe 
County. 

Scibilia’s highly publicized 
hearing showed her crying as 
she left the Monroe County 
courtroom. District Judge Paul 
Braunlich had just ordered 


her to stand trial for the July 
17 death of her son, Matthew. 

A parade of witnesses char¬ 
acterized the 24-year-old 
mother as abusive and neglect¬ 
ful. Even her mother, Ruth 
Brody, said “I love Jennifer, 
but if she has done these 
things she needs help.” 

The defendant’s mother 
said she witnessed Scibilia 
throw her son Matthew into 
the deep end of a swimming 
pool and watched him sink to 
the bottom, while her other 
son, Jason, would yell out, “No, 
Mom no.” 

Matthew was saved on that 
occasion, but Brody said she 
finally reported her daughter 
to the Children’s Protective 
Services in 1993. But nothing 
came of the investigation at 
that time, she said. 

A former friend of Scibilia 
said she predicted that “one of 
these days, I’m going to suffo¬ 
cate them and kill them.

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County, Western Wayne try to make peace

Responding to out-county 
communities* pleas for cooper¬ 
ation from the Wayne County 
administration, Deputy County 
Executive Mike Duggan of¬ 
fered angry mayors and super¬ 
visors a peace pipe. 

He promised to consult with 
local officials before pushing 
through a public safety millage 
renewal. The millage pays for 
a misdemeanor prison, in¬ 
tended to punish drunk 
drivers and other minor of¬ 
fenders, and is intended to pay 
for a new youth home to re¬ 
lieve overcrowding and sub¬ 
standard conditions in the 
* current home. 

The measure is controver- 
-sial because the new youth 
home has been paid for and 
but not built; and because the 
current misdemeanor prison 
is being used to house urban 
felons instead of suburban 
drunks and minor criminals. 

“Our residents are paying .9 
mills for a prison we can't 
use,” said Tom Yack, chairman 
of Western Wayne County 
(CWWC) and Supervisor of 
Canton Township. “In Canton, 
we have to pay an additional 
$30-40 a day per prisoner to 
put them in another jail, wher¬ 
ever we can find one. This is 
costing Canton an additional 
$100,000 a year. 

“Canton taxpayers are al¬ 
most paying Wayne County as 
much in taxes as they pay the 
township, except for the privi¬ 
lege of sending the money 
somewhere else, usually to De¬ 
troit. Canton taxpayers don't 
get anything back from the 
county. Township government 
provides all the residents’ ser¬ 
vices - police fire, recreation, 
and trash pick-up. I don’t know 
if Canton residents can afford 
any more county taxes to an 
invisible government that does

things at the last minute with¬ 
out public scrutiny,” Yack said. 

The county’s millage rate is 
8.23 mills, way above the state 
average. 

While Duggan did not prom¬ 
ise to lower taxes at last week’s 
joint meeting of the CWWC 
and the Downriver Community 
Conference (DCC), he did 
promise the assembly that 
County Executive Ed 
McNamara would veto ap¬ 
proval of November ballot lan 
guage for two surprise tax 
proposals supported by county 
commissioners from Detroit: 
renewal of a 1 mill public 
safety millage and establish¬ 
ment of a tax to pay court- ap¬ 
pointed attorney fees for poor 
defendants. Botli proposals 
were vigorously opposed by 
out-county officials. Without 
Duggan's support, the pro¬ 
posals were voted down at 
Thursday’s seven-hour county 
commission meeting. 

Duggan assured the joint 
conference that they will be in¬ 
cluded in shaping the safety 
millage renewal proposal, 
which will probably come up 
next year. 

With the help of Lions Gen 
eral Manager Chuck Schmidt, 
Duggan also convinced many 
western Wayne officials to sup¬ 
port the proposed stadium tax, 
a 2 percent tax increase on 
rental cars and a 1 percent tax 
increase on hotel accommoda¬ 
tions to pay for a new football 
stadium in Detroit for the Li¬ 
ons.

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“Most of our people are sup¬ 
portive of efforts to improve 
the city of Detroit and it’s my 
sense that most individuals 
would consider and support 
the tax,” said Yack. But not 
without griping. 

“Many of us took the oppor¬ 
tunity to share with Duggan 
our frustration over sending 
our tax money to Detroit with¬ 
out any control over how it’s 
spent.” 

Yack suggested that Detroit 
learn to control its spending 
and begin to privatize services 
like Canton does. 

“If Detroit wants to continue 
its patronage system, that’s 
fine,” he said. “But they 
shouldn’t ask others to subsi¬ 
dize it.” 

Duggan was able to per¬ 
suade most out-county officials 
that a tax on hotel accommoda¬ 
tions and car rentals would be 
less destructive than a prop¬ 
erty tax increase, Yack said. 
There was one vocal dissenter, 
County Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson, a Canton Republi¬ 
can. 


“The concept of this bmng a 
tourist tax is a fraud,” said Pat¬ 
terson. “It’s an excise tax.” 

Patterson challenged Dug¬ 
gan’s characterization of the 
tax as a “tourist tax.” 

“Football stadiums are ex¬ 
cluded from the 1991 Stadia 
and convention facility autho¬ 
rization act. Nowhere does it 
say this is a ‘tourist tax,’ but 
they call it that so as not to 
alarm people,” the county 
commissioner said. 

Patterson said people 
should be alarmed for three 
reasons: One, the tax will be 
passed on to consumers as 
higher prices by corporations 
who must absorb workers in¬ 
creased traveling expenses. 

Two, many low-wage 
workers who live in motels 
along Michigan Avenue, from 
Wayne to Dearborn Heights, 
will be burdened by the in¬ 
crease. 

Three, the stadium plan 
calls for soliciting $50 million 
in contributions from area cor¬ 
porations, a limited source of 
funding that Patterson said 
will be taken away from 
smaller charities, such as col¬ 
lege scholarships for needy 
kids or local DARE programs, 
or from cultural activities, 
such as funding the Detroit In¬ 
stitute of Art. 

“This is wrong and it will 
lead to higher taxes,” Patter¬ 
son said.

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City of Wayne of¬ 
ficials are tackling 
one of the biggest 
issues they have 
faced in a long long 
time. 

On one side are 
city administrators, firefighters, the may¬ 
or, two councilpeople, and a group called 
the Public Safety Committee, which is at¬ 
tempting to gather enough signatures to 
get the issue on a special election ballot. 
On the other, is four councilpeople. 

The issue is should the City of Wayne 
build a new fire station at the cost of 
$3,000,000, or should it renovate the cur¬ 
rent station at a proposed price tag of 
$2,300,000. By a 4-3 vote, City Council 
chose renovation. 

Either way, the City of Wayne is going 
to add another state of the art building to 
its rapidly expanding arsenal of top- 
notch buildings. Just a couple of months 
ago the new library was opened and it is 
an incredible facility for a city of 
Wayne’s size. Soon the new community 
swimming pool will open. Now if we 
could only do something about the empty 
storefronts on Michigan Avenue. 

Out of the gate, it appears to us the 
more prudent approach would be to opt 
for renovation. Any time you can save 
$700,000, you should. Members of the 
Public Safety Committee feel the fire sta¬ 
tion ought to be located in a more cen¬ 
tralized location, however Wayne is such 
a small city (only 6 square miles) council 
person Donna McEachern believes re¬ 
sponse time is not a factor. 

Others claim a state-of-the-art facility 
can only be accomplished through a new 
facility. However mayor-pro tern Ed 
Phillips says “bull”. “The only thing fire¬ 
fighters won’t have is a rear access build¬ 
ing, meaning they’ll still have to back up 
the fire engines to park them. Other than 
that, this facility will be state-of-the-art.” 

Councilperson Robert Dickerson 
claims the council as a whole has spent 
more time on this issue than any other in 
the five years he has been an elected offi¬ 
cial. That’s well and good, but if the citi¬ 
zens’ group has its way, more time will be 
spent. Time preparing for an election ... 

And, I suppose, if Shirley Powser and 
Jim Netter are successful in getting the 
2,500 signatures needed to get the pro¬ 
posal on the ballot that we all should sit 
back and let the voters decide whether to 
build new or renovate. After all it is the 
taxpayers that pay for public structures. 
They ought to be able to have the final 
say.

ing the station would not meet 
the long-term needs of the fire 
department and the City of 
Wayne, and he compared re¬ 
building the police station about 
fifteen years ago, a new police 
station is now needed. This state¬ 
ment was very much correct 

One of the council persons 
compared the rebuilding of the 
present city hall to rebuilding of 
the present fire station, there is 
no way one can compare the two 
buildings, as both are used in a 
very different way.

6 proposals on 
November ballot

The next 
step will be to decide language 
for the ballot proposals with a 
limit of 100 words. 

The ballot issues were just 
given their official designa¬ 
tions, from Proposal A to Pro¬ 
posal G: 

« Should a law prohibiting 
raising campaign funds 
through bingo games be over¬ 
turned? Proposal A 

• A constitutional amend¬ 
ment to require judges to have 
been lawyers for at least five 
years before being elected or 


appointed. Proposal B 

• An amendment placing 
the Michigan Veterans’ Trust 
Fund, already existing under 
state law, in the state constitu¬ 
tion. Proposal C 

• An initiative to limit the 
bear-hunting season and pro^ 
hibit the use of bait and dogs 
to hunt bears. Proposal D 

• An initiative to permit up 
to three casinos in Detroit and 
impose an 18-percent state tax 
on gross gaming revenues. Pro¬ 
posal E. 

• A legislative iniative re¬ 
quiring the National Re¬ 
sources Commission to use 
principles of sound scientific 
management to regulate bear 
hunting and to minimize 
human-bear encounters. Pro¬ 
posal G.

College Education, author ivjar- 
guerite Smith offers a work¬ 
sheet calculating the average 
increase of college tuition and 
current inflation rates. For in¬ 
stance, a two-year old will 
need about $100,00 by the time 
he or she turns 18. If you start 
saving now, you will have to set 
aside $225 a month at an aver¬ 
age return of 10 percent to 
reach your goal. If you delay 
until your child is ten, you will 
have to put away $725 a month 
to achieve the same result. 

If these amounts seems im¬ 
possible, begin with $50 or 
$100 a month and gradually in¬ 
crease the amount you set 
aside. When your child moves 
on to kindergarten, for in¬ 
stance, continue to deduct the 
child care from your budget 
and place it into the college 
fund. Save a portion of any sal¬ 
ary increases you receive. 
When your old car is paid off, 
delay buying anew car and use 
the money you had been pay¬ 
ing on your car loan to build 
your child’s college portfolio 
quickly. 

Once you’ve started saving, 


the next step is finding a way 
to achieve the highest yield on 
those savings. Selecting the 
right investment plan can take 
some time but a bit of research 
can make a huge difference 
and you don’t have to be a 
stock broker to do it.

• Rely on stocks in the years 
before high school.

History comes alive annu¬ 
ally on the fourth weekend in 
August, when the days of the 
early settlers are re-lived in 
Hellenberg Park in Monroe, an 
area first settled by the French 
in the 1780s. 

Later, during the War of 
1812, the two Battles of the 
River Raisin were fought on 
the land now used for the reen¬ 
actments 

The historic significance of 
the site helps to make the an¬ 
nual event realistic - as if one 
had taken a trip 200 years back 
in time. 

Participants make their own 
authentic clothing, jewelry, 
utensils, musical instruments 
and weapons or barter with 
other participants for their 
needs. One can meet Pierre 
the paddle maker, James the 
blacksmith and Don the boat 
maker, all of whom are glad to 
share their stories of life in the 
late 1700s in Frenchtown. 

Soldiers from the militia 
and regular army units of the 
18th century parade through 
the encampment and display 
their military skills with drills 
and demonstrations. Girls 
learn to weave, sew and cook 
food over oven fires and boys 
practice woodworking, crafts 
and military skills, all under 
the watchful eyes of their el¬ 
ders. 

For the Boelscher family of 
St. Mary’s, Ohio, the event was 
p^rt of the home-schooling for 
their daughters, Amie, 15, and 
Ashley, 9.

Tigers have 
only one 
guard back

It apparently is transforma¬ 
tion time for Belleville, the de¬ 
fending Mega Conference, Red 
Division football champ. 

Last year the Tigers were 
undisputed champions of the 
conference and, at one point, 
ranked No. 1 in the state polls. 


This year, according to Tiger 
coaches, they will be battling 
for survival. 

Sixth-year coach Bob La¬ 
Pointe, who had his best year a 
year ago when the Tigers were 
11-1, won their first conference 
title and produced such super 
stars as Ian Gold, a unanimous 
prep All-American - is now 
confronted with putting to¬ 
gether an offensive line that 
returns only one starter and a 
backfield wiped out by gradua¬ 
tion.. 

That one starter is guard 
Pifer Wells, a 5-10, 180-pound 
senior who will be called upon 
to lead the makeshift O-line 
and help protect an all-new 
backfield. 


If LaPointe has trepidations 
about the 1996 season, it’s un¬ 
derstandable. 

“We have our work cut out 
for us,” said the veteran coach 
who has the dubious honor of 
hosting a seasoned Plymouth- 
Salem team for their opener. 

The two non-conference op¬ 
ponents will start the season at 
7:30 p.m. Sept. 6 at Belleville. 

“Obviously, we are starting 
from scratch,” LaPointe con¬ 
tinued. “And definitely we will 
have our work cut out for us. 
We don’t have any super stars 
on this team. What we do have 
are some hard-working, dedi¬ 
cated athletes.” 

LaPointe did have Ian Gold 
a year ago. In leading the Ti¬ 


gers to their history-making 
year, the 6-2, 210-pound Gold 
scored 19 touchdowns and 
rushed for approximately 
1,000-yards. 

Incidentally, the 19-year-old 
Belleville running back was 
signed by the University of 
Michigan to a full-ride scholar¬ 
ship. 

LaPointe’s second building 
block is senior John Kroger, 
who will try to make Tiger fans 
forget three-year starter, All- 
Area QB, Nate Lewis, who has 
graduated. 

LaPointe says of the new 
signal-caller that “he’s a good 
athlete and a tough competi¬ 
tor.” 

The Tigers also have Willie 


Patton, a 5-10,190-pound, good¬ 
blocking fullback; Derrick 
Thomas, a junior (5-10, 160) at 
halfback and Cullen Jenkins, a 
6-1,165 soph wingback that can 
handle the ball and block. 

But if the backfield is going 
to generate anything more 
than excitement, the O-line 
must mature quickly and de¬ 
cisively. 

Here’s what Belleville oppo¬ 
nents may be looking at for 
openers: Center, sophomore 
Gary Linzell (5-10, 185), tackles 
- Ken Anderson (6- 1, 220) and 
Shaun McGuire (6-1, 245); 
guards - Wells (the other side is

Bob Yauck has a stockpile of 
football talent at Robichaud 
which the veteran coach says 
is among the best he has ever 
seen. 

The only missing item, says 
Yauck, is a league. The Bull¬ 
dogs will be playing as an in¬ 
dependent after the collapse 
of the Suburban Athletic Con¬ 
ference. They will be re¬ 
aligned next year with schools 
in the Mega Conference.

And the Michigan 
High School Athletic Associa¬ 
tion penalized Robichaud by 
forcing them to forfeit games 
Jackson participated in. But, 
on appeals, the school district 
was vindicated when the Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati ruled 
that the MHSAA could not pe¬ 
nalize a school when a student 
pops up at the doorsteps with a 
court order. 

Now, back to the gridiron. 

How could they when Jack- 
son bench-presses 365-pounds 
and looks better at this point 
than did Tyrone Wheatley, Ro- 
bichaud’s prep All-American 
who starred at the University

How about Romulus 

as the Cinderella 
for 1998 season?

If you’re looking for a high school football team to adopt or 
label as a “Cinderella Team” for the 1996 football season, how 
about Romulus? 

If sophomore coach Ron Woodson finds a magical touch, he 
just may be able to turn that 3-6 team of yesteryear into a con¬ 
tender. 

Woodson, former Robichaud track and football star, probably 
would settle for finishing in the middle-of-the tough Mega Con¬ 
ference, Red Division pack. Remember that’s the division where 
Belleville, Dearborn Fordson, Monroe and Wayne Memorial are 
already considered No. 1 if you read the local newspapers in 
their areas. 

“It was tough last year,” says Woodson as he puts his Eagles 
through three-a-day practices, “and I don’t see it being any dif¬ 
ferent this year. The Red Division is loaded with players who 
can send everything including the house against you.” 

Woodson doesn’t believe that this year’s team will be blud¬ 
geoned by anyone. In fact, the Romulus coach said that if his and 
his staffs patchwork works, they just may surprise many of their 
opponents this year. 

It’s a big “if’ in a league that produces some of the finest 
football talent in the state, if not the nation. 

Romulus’s big question mark is the quarterback slot. Woodson 
was counting upon last year’s starter Ryan Williams to handle 
the chores, but Williams may be ineligible because of academia, 
throwing the position wide-open. First in line, however, is Matt 
Martin, a take-charge kind of player who is 6-1,175-pounds and a 
junior, and has really never been tested under fire. 

But in a Pro-set kind of backfield, hope is still eternal thanks 
to an outstanding prospect Carleton McCauley, a sophomore who 
is 6-1, 160 and blessed with genes that have thoroughbred writ¬ 
ten all over them. 

McCauley and Darius Fowler, who both have been clocked in 
4.5 for the 40, will give the Eagles depth at the wide receivers. 
Then, with Keith Miller, a middle linebacker who checked into 
camp at 230-pounds, and linebacker-fullback Brian TVrus, a 5-11, 
235 athlete, Romulus possesses to outstanding defenders. 

Add Fred Russell who stole the show against Garden City in 
the finale of the 1995 season by rushing for 237 yards and two 
touchdowns, the Eagles may just have that magic to surprise. 

But wait... 

Look at these dimensions - Justin Smathers, a two-way tackle 
is 245- pounds and 5-10; Owen Roeper, who’ll play the other side 
tackle, has an icebox form of body. He’s 5-9, 250. 

There’s more. Sophomore guard Matt Gruebe is 5-11 and 250 
and William Hamby, a 5-10, 230 pound senior guard, along with 
Kevin Campbell, 5-11,290-pounds, makes the Eagle defense look 
like the Berlin Wall. 

There’s more. 

Jeremy Hall will use his 5-11, 235-pound frame at center and 
6-5, 255- pound junior Chris Huggins is at tight end. 

There are others, like Alford Sample (5-9, 290), Tyrone Lipford 
(5-10, 295) and Robert Boykins (5-10,170), along with the second¬ 
ary of cornerbacks Jamal Prince (5-10, 170), Eddie Woods (5-10, 
170) and free safety Norman Trotter who definitely may help 
turn this season into a “dream season.” 

That season will begin at home against Taylor Truman on 
Sept. 6.

It opened in September, 
1995 and is owned by Michael Mazza 
and Joe Puertas. The second of two 
Shark Clubs, the first opened in Wa¬ 
terford nearly five years ago. 

Hence the name, the specialty of 
the Shark Club is pool. Canton’s 
club employs 30, including wait 
staff, management, bartenders, and 
others.

Keep ‘family’ in the business 


It’s harder than you may realize 
to keep a business all in the family.

Although the decision to keep 
“family” in the family business is 
generally a fairly easy one, the diffi¬ 
cult part is deciding who should be 
the successor. Family tradition pre¬

competence, and experience. 
Therein lies the biggest problem 
with succession planning. 

In choosing a successor, experts 
advise that you focus primarily on 
the needs of the business rather 
than on the wants of family mem¬ 
bers. Ask yourself where the busi¬ 
ness is going and who has the 
leadership skills and desire to get it 
there. Take an honest look at each 
person’s strengths and weaknesses. 
Keep in mind that the decision to 
work in the family business should 
be by choice and not by coercion. 
Encourage family members to rec¬ 
ognize that joining the family busi¬ 
ness is an earned privilege and not 
a right of birth. The company’s fu¬ 
ture profitability depends on the 
hard work, experience, and perse¬ 
verance of its owners. 

Timing is a critical element in 
any management succession plan. 
To ensure a smooth transition, a 
successor should be chosen early 
on so that the founder has time to 
train and mentor the successor. Set 
a time frame for the implementa¬ 
tion of your plan and make every 
effort to stick to itn.
